We are in-
clined to believe that any marked cireum-
ferentinl extension of Jadies’ dresses in
winter is unsafe, on the ground of risk to
the health. In some degree, however, a
proper supply of under garments would ob-
viate the danger.

Need we say that authentic instances are
on record, and that, too, not long since, in
which these much-talked-of and variously-
estimated appendages have contributed to
the saving of life!l We advise all ladies
about totravel, and liable to find them-
selvos on board of any uncontrollable or ill-
managed stenmboats, to go kooped, But
let all take notice, that although we believe
the larger the hoops are the better, in ecase
of an involuntary plunge-bath in water,
we have already warned their fair wenrers
against such a size on land. Don't take
cold!— Boston Medical and Surgical Jour.

Ifthe ground around fruit trees is cleared of
thew and grass, and mulched with leaves
or straw, immediately after a rain, the trees
will be invigorated, and a fine crop of fruit
will be the reward. Roses that are wilﬁ:‘f
and showing a sickly bloom will be revived,
and bloom ia Deauly, by mulching when
the ground is moist. The Dablia, a plant
that reguiru a great deal of moisture, will
bloom in perfection until frost if kept prop-
erly mulehad thrcighout the sumimer. Now
when we recommend wulching, we do not
mean a few leaves or straws placed imme-
diately around the plant, bul a coating so
thick that the sun cannot penetrate througlh,
and PIacocL as far from the plant or tree as
the influence of the roots extend. Any.
thing that will shada the Ei0iiia——rovk,
brick or plank—will answer to muleh with;
but substances that in their decomposition
will make a soil are decidedly preferable.
The native forests muleh themselves, and
we see how rank and vigorous they grow.
Wa think that, unless the surface b kept
constantly stirred around a tree or plant, the
rays of the sun should never rest upon it.
Those who look upon labor and effort as a
great bug-bear, may get along without |
mulehing.  DBut those who muleh properly
actually #ave time and labor, for when itis
